tion on the outskirts of the city vio- 
lates the program’s basic prerequi- 
sites, says Burkhart. 

“They don’t have a hope in hell of 
conforming to it because of the loca~ 
tion.” The development sits at the 
border with St. Albert and residents 
will depend on cars to get around. 

When asked about United Com- 
munities’ claim that the area is 
pedestrian friendly, company vice- 
president Peter Cavangh describes 
children walking to school along 
natural pathways and adults enjoy- 
ing the natural areas. The whole sub- 
division is planned along these path- 
ways, he boasts. 

Actually, the plan doesn’t include 
a school. Nor are t here any grocery 
stores, offices or services such as 
haircutters planned. 

According to Mark Holzman, 
manager of sustainable communi- 
ties, policy and research at the Cana- 
dian Mortgage and Housing Corpo- 
ration, a walkable neighbourhood 
has shops, schools and jobs within 
five minutes on foot 

“It’s not enough to just have side- 
walks, If there’s no place to walk to 
or it’s too far away, no one would 
walk,” he says.

Cavangh shrugged off the idea 
that potential residents, attracted by 
the projects branding as progressive, 
may object to the community's 
dependence on cars and the pollu- 
tion they create. “I believe people 
make that decision themselves,” 
Cavanagh says. 


OTHER OPTIONS 

Even considering the design and 
environmental concerns that 
Burkhart has raised, United Com- 
munities will likely go forward, area 
planner Ford says. 

Still, there are other options. In an 
effort to extend the provincial park, 
the province has continued buying 
land in the area. Grant Pearsell, 
Edmonton’s natural areas coordina- 
tor, says buying the land from Unit- 
ed Communities is a possibility, if 
they are willing to sell. 

“It’s all about whether people 
have the money and wherewithal to 
do it. The city does not have a lot of 
money for these projects, especially 
considering how much the land is 
worth.” 

Burkhart wants council to stall the 
suburb until city planners can 
update the plan.

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Peeling back the city’s skin 


Lisa Robertson unearths a secret Vancouver 


LISA ROBERTSON IS REALLY THE 
underground queen of Canadian 
letters (despite her Governor-Gener- 
al’s award nomination in 1998). The 
small presses that have published 
her poems are a who's who of 
unknown imprints: Tsunami, 
Sprang Texts, Meow, DARD, The 
Berkley Horse, Nomados. 

Her most successful work to date, 
Qamsional Work and Seven Walks from 
the Office for Soft Architecture (OSA), 
is a perfect example her idiosynractic 
approach to her poetry: the book is 
written by Robertson as if she were 
writing architecural proposals for a 
non-existent architectural firm, com- 
prising essays on... well, let’s just 
quote from the publisher's descrip- 
tion: “Vancouver fountains, the syn- 
tax of the suburban home, Value Vil- 
lage, the joy of synthetics, scaffold- 
ing the persistence of the Himalayan 
blackberry. There are also seven 
Walks, tours of Vancouver sites— 
poetic dioramas, really, and more 
material than cement could ever be 

“My decision to form a fictional 
architectural office was based on the 
fact most new architectural firms 
don’t actually get any built work to 
do,” Robertson explains. “Theyre 
just writing proposals. Their practice 
is actually a language-based rheton- 
cal practice, describing architecture

that doesn’t actually exist... I figured I 
could do that as well as an architect, 
and be a sort of virtual architect.” 

Robertson is speaking from 
France, where she lives with her 
husband—a long way from the 
urban fabric of Vancouver that 
inspired the essays 

The Soft Architecture manifesto, 
the firstessay in OSA, was first pub- 
lished as a catalogue piece. “I had no 
idea it would become a whole series 
of texts,” says Robertson. At the 
time, Robertson was writing a col-

After Robertson wrote the mani- 
festo, she headed to England for a 
residency at Cambridge, where she 
realized that the manifesto’s ideas _ 
were “opening up.” 

“When I got back from Cam- 
bridge,” she says, “I continued to 
make my living asa freelance writer, 
mainly writing catalogue essays. 
When someone commissioned a cat- 
alogue essay or magazine article 
from me, I would try to convince 
them to let me write it as the “Office 
for Soft Architecture”, and for them 
to publish under that pseudonym. 

“At first people thought that it

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was pretty odd,” she says. “But I 
managed to convince them, and 
then it sort of became a thing.” 

The collected works of the Office 
were published when Seattle-based 
Clear Cut Press approached Robert- 
son for a manuscript. Being a small 
American press, however, Clear Cut 
was never able to promote or distrib- 
ute the book sufficiently in Canada, 
so when Coach House Press 
approached offered the chance to 
publish OSA, the book finally got a 
wide release in Robertson’s home 
country. 

Her next project, The Men: A Lyric 
Book, started off as poetic marginalia 
while she finished other projects. 

“It’s the least premeditated of my 
published work in that I didn’t have 
any specific critical framework that | 
set out to explore,” she explains. “Tt 
wasn’t planned and I wrote lots and 
lots and lots of these poems before | 
even imagined it being a book. Then 
1 couldn'timagine it being a book 
because it was just so unlike the _ 
other poems I had written.” 

The poems were in storage for 
five years, until Jay Millar of Book- 
Thug Press contacted Robertson 
about publishing a manuscript. “1 
got this big box of BookThug books 
that were just beautiful. | liked his 
editorial sense—it’s rooted in expeni- 
mental Canadian poetry but also has 
a Teal international reach, and the 
books felt good in the hand and 
were beautifully typeset. He seemed 
like a lovely guy to work with.” 

Readers of The Men will notice 
that Robertson has exchanged the 
“we” of her previous work for the 
first person singular. The effect is, 
naturally, of a more personal or 
autobiographical engagement. And 
rather than the polyphonic textures 
of her earlier books The Weather or 
Rousseau’s Boat, The Men has what 
Robertson describes as “a simpler 
melodic voice line.” 

Robertson attributes these quali- 
ties to the fact that she was reading 
Petrarch’s sonnets while writing. 
“Within that renaissance sonnet tra- 
dition, there's a suppleness to the 
voice, there’s an effect of simplicity 
That's what was pleasing me in 
reading Petrarch. So that’s what I 
was trying for in my poems.”

The Men: A Lyric Book, recently released 
by Book Thug, is similarly full of lush phrases 
fo copy out and glue on well-loved surfaces 
“Cleor and regular the men being more and 
more exasperated would go to the shops.

Dio in time to record Heavenand 
Hell, which stands for many as a 
highlight in the Sabbath oeuvre— 
and the reason for this latter day 
reunion. 

“It was a special time,” Dio insists, 
“and it seemed to touch a lot of 
chords in people's guitars. It also cre- 
ated another generation of metal 
fans who didn’t know Sabbath until 
Ijoined the band. I’m not giving 
myself kudos for this, it’s just a just 
historical fact. Now you have this 





generation of metal fans from Heav- 
enand Hell, Mob Rules, and later 

The good times were not to last, 
alas. Dio left Sabbath after the Mob 
Rules tour, taking fill-in drummer 
Vinnie Appice with him to form the 
band that would bear his last name. 
Rumours of bad blood between Dio, 
Appice, and the original members of 
the band were rampant, but Dio 
shrugs this off as hearsay. 

“1 think that you have to under- 
stand there were no real grievances,” 
he patiently explains, likely for the 
millionth time. “I’m a realist and you 
can’t hold a grudge when it’s not 
that person’s direct fault.” 

Sabbath became possibly the most 
hilarious game of musical chairs 
ever while Dio worked on a moder- 
ately successful solo career. They 
reunited again to record 1992's 
Dehumanizer, but fell out again 
quickly thereafter. According to Dio 
the bone of contention was a mooted 
concert where Sabbath would open 
for Ozzy—with a planned “reunion” 
between the original members of the 
band that night. Not only did Dio 
see this as a step backwards for the 
Teconstituted Sabbath, but also an 
implication that his services might 
not be needed in the near future. 
THE FELLOWSHIP OF THE RING 
REUNITES—AGAIN! 

“So—why stick around?” he 
bluntly finishes. Sabbath pulled in 
Rob Halford for the show and 
they continued trodding on their 


merry way. 
That was 14 years ago. Sabbath 









are now back to their original lineup 
while also juggling their own solo 
ventures, and the musical wars of 
yesteryear are now forgotten in the 
glow of reconciliation and nostalgia. 

“A lot of the appeal is the fact that 
it’s not been easy to do with us 
reforming,” Dio reflects. “I have my 
own career and Tony, Bill, and 
Geezer also have their own things 
happening. It almost looked impos- 
sible, and when it’s impossible we 
try and do it. So every 12 years we 
try and do that again, and I think it’s 
because no one expects it to happen 
that we actually try.” 

Italso helps that Rhino is releasing 
Black Sabbath: The Dio Years, which 
features three new songs by Dio, 
lommi, bassist “Geezer” Butler and 
Appice. 

“It would have been useless to 
release it simply with the older 
songs, so we were asked to write 
some new songs to make it that 
much more special. Tony and I got 
together after not seeing each other 
for 12 years and started to work—it 
was so easy to do, we fell into our 
old writing habits and it was really 
enjoyable. (Drummer) Bill (Ward) 
didn’t want to tour, so we got Vinnie 
again, and that’s the band.” 

“You remember how good it was 
to play with someone,” he continues 
thoughtfully. “The rest was stupid 
crap, and that’s the downfall of 
musicians—they get used by people 
from the outside. I look back at this 
great relationship, and the fact that 
it’sa nice ity to secure the 
legacy of that period.”

Although Wand (her first name is

her own songs. “When I finished 
high school, I had no musical outlet 
inymore, so I thought Id better 
learn how to play the guitar,” Wand 
“Tecalls. “Now, I’ve been performing 
— 





my own stuff for about eight years.” 

Unlike most emerging artists, 
whose careers really take off when 
they commute to bigger cities, Wand 
actually decided to leave Vancouver 
for a more rural setting. “When | 
moved up north in 2003, it was very 
isolated and focused,” Wand says. “I 
kind of made the decision then to 
stick with it, and so I started touring 
and working on my first solo 
album.” 

Wand’s work ethic eventually put 
her in the centre of the tight-knit 
Vancouver folk scene, which—like 
all folk communities—is ever- 
expanding and welcoming of other 








styles and artists. “Everybody has a 
sense of what traditional folk music 
is," Wand explains. “Whether it’s 
folk from the ’60s, or folk that goes 
further back, that stuff is easy to clas- 
sify because it’s all behind us. But 
what's happening now is world 
music, jazz and pop are all being 
included, and it’s all been hyphenat- 
ed.” 

Wand looks to lineups on Canadi- 
an folk festivals to prove her point. 
“There's a whole range of artists 
who are part of that,” Wand notices. 
“It’s not just an artist with a guitar 
on a stage anymore.”

“EDMONTON IS NOT EXACTLY THE 
place you expect to find a successful 
jazz club, or evena following,’ 
observes Doug Riley.

And Riley has been around. The 
ace of the Hammond B-3, producer, 
composer, and arranger, who some 
40 years ago abandoned his masters 
studies in music after getting what 
he thought was a prank call from 
Ray Charles, has been a force on the 
Canadian music scene ever since 

“Lactually hung up on Ray 
because I thought someone was 
playing a joke on me,” laughs Riley, 
“Luckily, he called back a couple of 
minutes later and invited me to 
come and help him on the Doing His 

Thing album. It turned out to be the 
most amazing experience of my life. 
[learned more in three weeks about 
soul, piano, and R&B than I could 
imagine... just feeling his vibe was 











incredible.” 

After Riley served as the arranger 
and second pianist for that record- 
ing, the floodgates opened. He went 
on to record three discs with Bob 
Seeger and the Silver Bullet Band, 
worked on the “Endless Wire” LP 
with Gordon Lightfoot, recorded 29 
albums with Anne Murray and ten 
with Moe Kauffmann. Along the 
way he also discovered a talent for 
writing jingles, and founded the 16- 
piece vocal and instrumental ensem- 
ble Doctor Music.

Gui Boratto has been in the stu- 
dios of Brazil’s music scene for 
almost 20 years, but a recent conti- 
dence in his own productions led 
him to Kompakt. After successful 
singles, Boratto takes the opportuni- 
ty with 2 (Ok dkey 
Kompakt) to fit his bright sounds 
into everything from hiphop and 
electro through house and techno:

IT’S WINTER 1966, AND-NIEMEN AGAIN 
returns to Warsaw from Paris, where 
he's performed alongside the Spencer 
Davis Group and the Kinks, and 
recorded with the orchestra of Michel 
Colombier, Serge Gainsbourg’s 
favourite arranger and conductor. 
He's returned to a place where the 
conservative cultural establishment, 
in the guise of the Ministry of Cul- 
ture, had just revoked his license to 
perform publicly—not for political 
reasons, but because they viewed 
Niemen as a poor influence on the 
country’s youth. They didn’t approve 
of his long hair, his extravagant, 
> colourful clothing, and, most of all, 
his music—his vocal style in particu- 
lar—dubbing him “the screamer.” 
Ironically, Niemen had a more 
solid background and education in 
music than most of the stuffy elites 
that attempted to dictate the cultural 
life of the nascent, allegedly socialist 
Polish republic. And Niemen’s voice, 
which they took such vehement 
exception to, was probably, next to 
his musical curiosity, his greatest 
asset. Of unusually wide range— 
both in scale and expressive possibili- 
ties—his voice allowed him to touch 
even those with no grasp of the lan- 
_ guage in which he sang. 
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WHAT'S IN A NIEMAN 


Niemen was born only six months 
before the breakout of WWII as Czes- 
law Wydrzycki, in a small village 
near Grodno. As the Polish border 
moved westward, he and his family 
remained in Soviet-occupied territory 
until they managed to move to the 
new Polish state in the late ‘50s. Hav- 
ing already begun his musical educa- 
tion in Grodno, Niemen continued at 
the college in Gdansk. 

It was there, at the student's union 
club that Niemen appeared on stage 
in the early ’60s, first with a Latin 
combo, later as vocalist with 
Niebiesko-Czarni (The Black ‘n’ 
Blues), one of the first acts from the 
East not only to perform but also 
record in the West. The band had 
been put together by Franciszek Wal- 
icki, the main svengali of Polish rock, 
whose wife encouraged young Czes- 
law to adopt the name Niemen. 

His rationale was that it would be 
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easier to market abroad, but by tak- 
ing the name of the river that flowed 
past his childhood home, through 
what once was the heartland of the 
Polish-Lithuanian Commonwealth, 
Nieman also alluded to all those 


things Poles had lost in the wake of 
war. A more prosaic explanation, one 
fitting a rock star, could be that 
Niemen simply lifted the name of a 
very popular motorcycle manufac- 
tured in Grodno before the war.

made it his legal name in 1967,

addressing his detractors in the title 
track of his solo debut, “Dziwny jest 
ten Swiat” (It’s a Strange World). 
Bearing a striking resemblance to 
James Brown’s “It’s a Man's Man's 
Man’s World,” it marveled that peo- 
ple are as adept at killing with a word 
as witha weapon, going On to profess 
an unbending belief that this strange 
world will survive, because the good 
outnumber the bad. It was perhaps 
that assertion that spoke so powerful- 
ly to young East Buropeans, turning 
it into one of the most popular 
protest-songs of the era. 

Despite not really protesting any- 
thing, Niemen’s vocal performance 
on this album easily gave his idol Otis 
Redding a run for his money, compil- 
ing material that Niemen had kept to 
himself during his tenure in 
Niebiesko-Czarni. Hence its dynamic 
range, from the bluesy rock of “Gdzie 
to jest” (Where Is It) to soul with a 
touch of the baroque in “Nigdy sie 
nie dowiesz” (You'll never know), 
rivaling the eclecticism of The Beatles, 
packaged in a striking cover—espe- 
cially in times of political paranoia 

Silencing his critics, it provided 
Niemen with an international break- 
through that allowed him to tour 
through Europe extensively, to signa 
recording deal with CBS in 1968, and 
to spend time in America recording 
with Rick Laird, Jack Bruce, Jan Ham- 
mer, and Steve Khan, among others. 

Never merely copying Western 
styles, Niemen made virtually every 
genre, from psychedelic to symphon- 
ic rock, through jazz to electronic 
music and folklore, his own. Yet his 
greatest legacy is the hole he tore in 
the Iron Curtain, allowing new music 
to seep in, and home grown varieties 
to escape, demonstrating that one 
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way of defeating totalitarian hegemo- 
ny—whether political or cultural—is 
to survive it

FOR SOME REASON, TURKISH FOOD IS 
hard to come by in this part of the 
world. There was very briefly a great 
little Turkish place on 107 Avenue 
called Adana—ersatz in appearance, 
but with a cordial owner-operator- 
cook-waiter who loudly whipped 
up your order from scratch, chop- 
ping furiously behind the counter 
while you sipped Turkish tea he had 
personally procured on his last trip 
home. | had a toothsome and con- 
vivial meal—with the owner's undi- 
vided attention—at donair-shop 
prices. Every time I drive west from 
downtown on 7th, | always look 
around for Adana, as though I just 
misplaced it and it’s bound to turn 
up sooner or later. But alas. 

If only I had been driving down 
104 Avenue instead, I would have 
noticed Sofra a lot sooner. Perched 
inconspicuously next to the car deal- 


ership on the corner of 106th, the ele- 
gant script of its canopy advises all 
who pass that it is in fact Authentic 
Turkish Cuisine. Stenciled on the 
window an equally relevant adviso- 
Ty: call for a reservation. 

An early evening on the weekend 
and the place was full, at least the 
parts of it we could see. Sofra's inte- 
rior, painted dusky orange and orna- 
mented with small, tasteful tokens of 
the homeland, is portioned out a 
couple of levels giving an impres- 
sion of size that isn’t necessarily 
borne out by the number of available 
seats. At any rate, there wasn’ta 
table for us just then (we hadn’t 
called), but we were seated within 10 
or 15 minutes. 

Our fair-haired server didn’t look 
very Turkish—he cheerfully admit- 
ted there was only one person of 
Turkish extraction on duty that 
night—but his enthusiasm for the 
food he served rendered the point 
moot. We really wanted to order one 


of everything, and asked him to nar- 
row it down for us. He heartily 
endorsed the Biber Ezme ($8), a rich 
dip of yogurt, red pepper and garlic, 
and helpfully leaned in to correctly 
pronounce the names of the dishes 
we indicated on the menu—Kus- 
basili Pide ($12), a forno-cooked 
pizza with sliced beef, tomatoes, 
and peppers; and Adana Kebab 
($15), with grilled vegetables, pilaf 
and salad 

The server then advised us of a 
key fact: the pide that came with our 
dip and pizza were made from 
scratch. This, he hinted, meant it 
would take a little extra time. 

It did take a little extra time—we 
spiked plans for an 8 p.m. movie— 
but it was completely worth it. The 
dip resembled kopanisti but with 
strips of red pepper in it, a sweet foil 
to the salty creaminess and the 
intense garlic-and-cayenne snap that 
would persist on our palates for the 
rest of the evening. The fresh flat- 


bread was drizzled with oil, cripsy 
on the edges, separating into steamy, 
pliant layers as you pulled it apart. I 
don’t think [ could have stopped eat- 
ing it under threat of death. 

There was short lull before our 
entrees arrived, but the residual tang

of the dip kept our mouths amused. 
I noted with some bemusement that 
the table of four across the room 
who received their main course 
shortly before us were standing up 
and putting on their coats 10 min- 
utes later, so hungrily did they fall 
on their repast. But it was a pattern 
we followed—my Adana kebab did 


not last long. Mind, it wasn’t an 
excessively generous helping of 
salad, or tomato-infused pilaf, and it 
was a fairly small dollop of the Turk- 
ish tzatziki equivalent that accompa- 
nied the kebab, but the kebab itself, a 
not-unphallic unit of seasoned 
ground beef, skewered and char- 
broiled, spanned the wide platter. 
The meat was moist and shrewdly 
accented to make the most of its bee- 
finess. The pilaf was unremarkable, 
but the tumble of organic greens in a 
light, sweet vinaigrette was a perfect 
accompaniment. 

My co-diner’s pide had been 
pulled into the shape of a canoe to 
accommodate its cargo of tender 
beef, cheese, and veggies. To say the 
crispy envelope was the best part 
should in no way detract from the 
overall quality of the dish. 

Thad hoped to save alittle room 
for tea and baklava, but it was all I 
could do to down the complimenta- 
ry cube of soft, chewy Turkish 
delight, coated with icing sugar and 
concealing a freight of toasted hazel- 
nuts. This was a satisfying meal with 
a reasonable price tag and a 
reminder to take a break from the 
hectic pace of life. After all, home- 
made pide comes to those who wait

Jonathan Christenson’s flight of gothic fancy 
brings Frankenstein to the stage 
story Matthew Halliday 
photos Jeffrey Greeniaus 
riters are tricky sorts. When a 
playwright or a screenwriter is 
bringing a shop-worn old classic 
to the stage or the screen for 
the umpteenth time, they're always going to 
try and convince you that their version is the 
best—the most authentic, the most faithful to 
the original vision. One favourite technique is 
simply to cut-and-paste the original author's 
name into the title. You know: Bram Stoker ‘ 


Dracula, Mary Shelley's Franken- 
stein. Portending fidelity, these 
titles seem to promise a flawless 
transition from page to stage 
“This is the real deal,” they 
exclaim. “Forget all those 
other versions, that was 
just screwing around 
This is the genuine 
article.” 
Jonathan Christen- 
son, artistic director 
at Catalyst Theatre, 
never considered ap- 
pending Mary Shelley's 
name to his company's 
new production of Fran 
stein (written, directed 
and scored by Christenson 
himself). His concept of the pla 
was too different, too personal— 
you might call it Jonathan Chris- 
enson’s Frankenstein. But judging 
by the deferential way he talks about 
the novel and its author, one suspects 
Shelle s shouldn't be disappointed 
“One of the things | love about Mary Shel 
ley is that she’s a very unique example of 
someone who has created a new myth,” he 
says. “There haven't been a lot of new myth 
created since antiquity, and she created this | 


mythical tragic character, both in Victor and 


his creature.” 
The story of young Victor Frankenstein, 
a science prodigy who tries to create a 
companion for himself and ends up 
creating a monster instead, has been 
told and re-told again and again it 
books, film, and stage, Christen 
son hadn't read the original 181¢ 
novel when he first agreed to do 
the play, and he confesses that he 
found it an occasionally tough slog 
a florid exercise in Romantic prose 
But when he got to the middle sec- 
tion of the book, in which the reviled, 
rejected monster explains to Victor the 
loneliness and misery of his existence, 
Christenson recognized everything he 
wanted to elaborate in his production 
“Deep-seated human fears, fear of 
rejection, struggles with loneliness, 
the notion that if you put yourself out 
there, you'll be rejected,” Christenson 
says. “Everyone has had to have 
moments of feeling like they just didn't 
fit, that they were somehow out of 
sync or at odds with their world. Or 
moments of profound loneliness. Or 
moments when they've seen a drea™ 
kind of just die. The creature goes 
out into the world and believes in

only good, that everyone will love him, and 

it doesn't happen. And I think we've all experi- 
enced that in some area of our lives... It's not a 
‘boo!’ sort of story. It’s horrifying in.a subtler 


way.” 


FRANKENSTEIN: THE FAIRY TALE 
“lm really drawn to classics, to adapting 
classics and getting at whatever makes them 
classic, and bringing them to contemporary 
audiences.” 

Christenson’s adaptation is closer to 
Shelley's original story than, say, the B-movie 
Frankenstein of James Whale and Boris Kar- 
loff. But the nuts and bolts of his telling are 
markedly different. 

The setting is displaced from Shelley's early 
19th Century to a generic Victorian-era milieu 
The plot has been somewhat re-arranged to 
suit the stage. Christenson’s dramatic score, 
sung by the actors on stage, now carries much 
of the action. 

“At some point someone wanted us to market 
it as Frankenstein: The Musical,” Christenson 
chuckles. “But that would be ridiculous. It 
uses music, but it’s absolutely not a musical, 
and anyway, that would make it sound like 
some kind of comedy piss-take on the story, 
which this isn’t.” 

The design of the show also promises to be 
something new for the venerable monster. 

In keeping with the heightened fantasia of 

| past Catalyst works like The Blue Orphan 

, and Songs For Sinners, Catalyst production 
designer Bretta Gerecke has employed a 
mixed-up mélange of German expressionism 
and 19th Century gothic, with the set and 
costumes, and the creature itself (played by 
George Szilagyi), made of waxy, white tissue 
paper, lending the story and the characters a 
haunting, ephemeral fragility. 

“Right away you kriow you're in storybook 
land,” says Christenson. “Shelley was inspired 
to write the story from a dream, and in the 
work we do, we want the work to be like a 
dream, so when you're watching it sort of 
Washes over you and you get swept into it. 
And the logic of the work is often more like 
the logic of a dream,” 

The aim, Christenson explains, is to create 
4 narrative that may not make much logical 
Sense, but which is absolutely given over to 
the idea of emotional sense—Wwhich in‘its own 
tee Way makes perfect sense, really, when 
You're adapting a proto-science fiction/horror/ 


morality play like Frankenstein, a story that 
takes an outlandish and impossible scenario 
and uses it to dramatize nothing more extraor- 
dinary than simple heartbreak 

“Sometimes I find, if things are too rational 
and logical it doesn't really move me,” says 
Christenson. “My head gets so engaged that 
it's distracting. There’s something about 
distilling it into this more visceral place... It 
sticks with you, it seems to be meaningful, 
but you can’t put words around it, just like a 
dream,” 


FRANKENSTEIN: THE RIG-PIG 
Catalyst’s Frankenstein was first suggested 
by Paul Gelineau of Fort McMurray’s Keyano 
Theatre, with whom Catalyst has worked in 
the past. The show was staged at Keyano in 
nascent form last November. If blue-collar 
Fort Mac seems an unlikely place to debut a 
surrealist fable adapted from a 19th century 
novel, Christenson doesn't see why. 

“I don’t think Edmonton audiences have, 
necessarily, a high tolerance for bullshit,” he 


says. “But even more so in small communities, 


the audiences are really honest, just experi- 
encing the work for what it is. They'll say, ‘I 
didn't really understand this part, but this 
other part was really interesting.’ We were do- 
ing some calculations, and about 3000 people 
saw the show during our six day run in Fort 
Mac, and the population is only 75,000. So 
just under 5 per cent of the city saw the show. 





If we could get those numbers in Edmonton, 
theatre would be a triumph here!” 

The Fort Mac audiences were far more 
accepting of the show's otherworldly staging 
than Christenson had expected. 

“l always assumed our audience to be more 
of an avant-garde crowd, but now | don’t know. 
I think as long as you're willing to be trans- 
ported, to go with it, this sort of production 
works for anyone. It’s really hard to do really 
well, but on the other hand, the thing that 1 
sometimes dislike about extremely realistic 
theatre is when we're all pretending what's on 
stage is real. And I'm thinking, ‘that's not real, 
it's as much a style choice as anything else’.” 

“It’s not very often that you see [fantastical 
staging] outside of theatre,” Christenson con- 
tinues. “When I walk out into the real world I 


see real people and I engage with them, and in, 


some ways I don’t want to see them when I go 
to the theatre. I want to be transported some- 
where else. I want to be in fairv-tale land.”

tect with a flourishing business, a 
beautiful girlfriend named Liv 
(Robin Wright Penn) and an 
improbably spacious home in Lon- 
don. Will and his business partner 
Sandy (Martin Freeman) are trying 
to rejuvenate a run-down quadrant 
of north London, but the repeated 
burglary of their offices proves a sig- 
nificant setback. Rather than going 
home, where things are strained in 
part by the undiagnosed behaviour- 
al problems of Liv’s daughter-from- 
a-previous-relationship, Will stakes 
out his office overnight and catches 
two highly acrobatic teenagers 
breaking in. He chases one of them 
home, but rather than confronting 
him, Will strikes up a relationship 








with the teen’s mother Amira (Juli- 
ette Binoche), a widowed Bosnian 
Muslim. She figures out what her 
son has been up to and believes Will 
is trying to extort sex from her to 
keep her son out of jail. When the lit- 
tle recidivist is hauled in a by a 
savvy CID man (Ray Winstone), 
Will's relationship and business are 
threatened by the exposure of his 
infidelity 

A plot summary barely does jus- 
tice to the novelistic sense of detail 
built into Breaking and Entering 
(which means I haven't really 
spoiled anything by describing as 
much plot as I have). There are so 
many well-fleshed minor characters, 
so many informing visual details 
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made radiant by Benoit Delhomme’s 
lambent cinematography, so many 
contemporary quandaries endemic 
to a multicultural society given care- 
ful consideration. Minghella 
deserves full points for integrating 
all this thoughtfulness into a com- 
pelling narrative that never loses 
momentum for all the ideas it keeps 
in play 

The writer-director also presents 
Law with a character in line with his 
natural inclinations as an actor. Will 
wants to believe that, despite his 
privileged place in society, he’s basi- 
cally a decent guy with good inten- 
tions, someone who wants to make a 
difference. More than that, he wants 
to be loved for his decency, but the 
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selfishness that’s also central to his 
personality clashes with these 
instincts when he meets Amira. Law 
hasn’t found a role so suited to his 
gifts since Brad Stand in | Heart 
Hudabees, though he’s much more 
successful at making Will sympa- 
thetic.

Minghella also gets terrific perfor- 
mances out of Penn, Binoche, and 
the other familiar faces (Freeman, 
Winstone, Juliet Stevenson, Vera 
Farmiga) who flash by in small roles, 
as well as the young actors who play 
the main characters’ troubled chil- 
dren. On top of that, there are some 
exciting sequences involving park- 
our, in which athletic youngsters 
scramble over treacherous urban 
obstacles as though they were mon- 
key bars. 

Naturally things get a little soft 
and crumbly at the end as all these 
folks who have been struggling, with 
what's right all movie long suddenly 
figure things out. All the same, there 
aren’t many movies—and almost no 
mainstream movies—that deal with 
the allegedly anachronistic notion of 
class, or the notion that some people, 
because of their social advantages, 
end up being exploiters or oppres- 
sors despite their efforts to the con- 
trary. Breaking and Entering isn’t per- 
fect, but Minghella’s talent, not least 
in getting the best out of his mar- 
quee players, transforms it into 
something more compelling than 
good intentions.

war movies taught us over and over 
again that sacrifice was as important 
as love, that duty took precedence 
over everything, as long as scheming 
foreigners were at the borders. Bad 
soldiers were anomalous; the system 
itself was perfect 

300 thinks so too 

[honestly tried to lay deeper 
thinking down at the theatre's 
threshold—this is obviously a pop- 
com action film, so compare it to 
Conan, right? It’s just that the dia- 





logue in this adaptation of Frank 
Miller's graphic novel 300so fits 
Bush-ican rhetoric that I think I only 
heard about 25 words the whole 
movie. When that Texas-tinged idiot 
jabbers his “freedom” talk it’s like 
country music to me. I know it's 
there, but the brain wanders. That 
said, 300is probably the most perfect 
3-star film ever CGI-ed into our 
faces, tied perhaps with Sin City. 

We are given lavish, landscape-y 
shots of spears plunging into torsos, 
beautiful silhouettes of invaders 


being driven off cliffs, and a slow- 
motion leave-taking between the top 
and bottom half of a neck that’s 
hardly gross in the film’s wider con- 
text. Red-black blood flies in every 
scene of motion, cartoonish cells and 
plasma creating a fantastic opera of 
total violence perfect for our stage of 
history. There is nothing to this film 
but defiant machismo. Even its sin- 
gle female, uh, character (Lena 
Headey) solves her indignities in 
council with a sword. 

Set atop the iconic 480 B.C. Battle 
of Thermopylae, which eventually _ 
led to the nullifying of Persia's domi- 
nation over all Europe, this tale of 
Greek city-states has been used 
through history as a rallying cry for 
discipline over numbers. Miller's 
comic, in fact, is a tribute to The 300 

, a 1962 film ripe with Cold 
War overtones. 

Though given several chances to 
submit to the rule of the giant jew- 
eled god-king Xerxes I (Rodrigo San- 
tago), Spartan King Leonidas (Ger- 
ald Butler) hacks his way though 
ebon messengers, “Saddam bin 
Laden’ emissaries, and soon 
enough, an army of a million; this 
rather than give an inch, the entire 
time channeling the hawkman from 
Flash Gordon. Constantly yelling 
words like “courage,” “glory,” and 
“freedom,” King Leo makes repeat- 
ed fun of the 700-strong Thespian 
allies that join him because, after all,

For the most part, Fincher suc- 
ceeds here as well; it’s just that when 
the end credits finally roll the lock 
and load effect of the film has gone 
a bit slack and the flight response 
has now turned into one of getting 
the hell out of theatre as quickly as 
possible. 

Not bad for a 30-year-old cold 
case file, really 

For ten months between 1968 and 
1969, a serial killer calling himself 
The Zodiac stalked the San Francisco 
Bay area, attacking seven seemingly 
random people, claiming the lives 
of five. Not very prolific by today’s 
standards, but The Zodiac stuck 
in the public consciousness long, 
after his last victims permanently 
lost theirs. 

Because he was something of 
drama queen—choosing an omi- 
nous nickname, sending letters and 
cryptograms to the press and police, 
and, on one occasion at least, fash- 
ioning a cr-a-zy super serial killer 
outfit—and because he was never 
caught, the Zodiac became prime 
speculative fodder for true crime 

enthusiasts (aka lonely nut bars) and 
the individuals working the case on 
both the news and law enforcement 
beats. The film concentrates on the 
latter two groups, primarily: Mark 
Ruffalo as lead homicide detective 
David Toschi, Robert Downey Jr. as 
San Francisco Chronicle reporter 
Paul Avery, and Jake Gyllenhaal as 

Robert Graysmith, Chrenide cartoon- 
ist and author of the book on which 
the film is based. 

While the film ostensibly deals 


with complexities of trying to unrav- 
















































el the identity of the killer, the 
underlying motif here is obsession— 
not just The Zodiac's, that’s a given, 
but that of the three leads and the 
director himself. Tellingly, just as he

Fincher exhibits a fascination with 
crimes born out of creatively tor~ 
tured minds, wherein the criminals 
deliberately design an elaborate web 
of clues, and more importantly, an 
admiration for those tasked with 
decoding the macabre mysteries; as 
with Morgan Freeman’s character in 
Seen, Gyllenhaal’s Graysmith yields 
the most conclusive results by bury- 
ing his\nose in library books, 


methodically translating the Zodi 
ac’s cryptic communiques. 
Ironically, this attention to and 
admiration for detail is the film's 
greatest strength and its only flaw 
The cast are all strong, the story— 
and storytelling—fascinating, and 
the shifting narrative seamless 
Truthfully, it’s difficult to find any 
thing bad to say about the movie 
it’s an impeccable piece of crafts 
manship. One only wishes that 
Fincher left a few stones unturne 
about half-and-hour’s worth. 
That said, as an addendum I'd 
like to thank the always hapless 
teens employed at City Centre «i 
ma with providing loads of com‘ 
relief.

archival footage, and dramatic recre- 
ations shot at the only two remain- 
ing camps. Much of the film focuses 
on the entertaining escape attempts 
by some of the more adventurous 
prisoners—“Escape Kings” like 
Ulrich Steinhilper. 

“Ulrich was constantly running 
around southern Ontario and Mon- 
treal,” Biggs laughs. “He almost 
made it to the States—he was ona 
train in a switching yard, but he 


wasn’t sure where he was so he 
waited and it rolled across. It ended 
up he'd rolled back into Canada.” 
“These guys were tough,” Biggs 
notes. “Ulrich was trying to escape 
to alleviate his depression—what he 
referred to as his ‘morose southern 
German nature’ was kicking in, and 
he was trying to escape to buoy his 
spirits. He also wanted to get back 
into the fight, of course.” 

It wasr’t all light-hearted varia- 
tions on the German version of “The 
Great Escape” —there were secret tri- 
als and killings within the camps for 
those the more zealous Nazis 
thought of as traitors. 

“In Western Canada there were a 
number of murders because of this. 
The more die hard Nazis didn’t like 
the fact that one of them was reading 
and translating local newspapers to 
the prison population, and they 
killed him because of it.” 

Biggs says that many of the inter- 
viewees for the film could have used 
the alibi that they were simply fol- 
lowing orders, or were ignorant of 
the death camps back home, but 
instead many of them express regret 
and shame for their country. 

“Quite a few of the POWs were 
overwhelmed by the memories we 
dug up—we left many of the emo- 
tional reactions we got out of the
